12 © Then certain of the vaga⸗ 
bond Jews, exorciſts, took 1 
them to call over them which bad 
evil ſpirits, the name of the Lord 
Jeſus, ſaying, We adjure you by 
Jeſus whom Paul preacheth. 

14 And there were ſeven ſons © 
one Sceva 2 Jew, and chief of the 
prieſts, which did ſo. 

15 And the evil ſpirit anſwered} 
and ſaid, jeſus 1 know, and Paul I 
know ; but who are ye? a 

16 And the man in whom th 
evil ſpirir was, leapt on them, and 
overcame them, and prevailed 2+ 
gainſt them, io that they fled out

25 Whom he called together 
with the workmen of like occu- 
pation, and ſaid, Sirs, ye know 
that by this craft we have our 
wealth : 

26 Moreover, ye ſee and hear, 
that not alone at Epheſus, but al- 
moſt throughout all Aſia, this 
Paul hath perſwaded and turned 
away much people, ſaying, that 
they be no gods which are made 
with hands : 

27. $o that not onely this our 
craft is in danger to be ſet at 
nought; bur alſo that the remple 
of the great goddeſ Diana ſhould 
be deſpiſed, and her magnificence 
ſhould be deſtroyed, whom all A- 
ſia and the world worſhippeth. 

28 And vihen they heard theſe 
ayings, they were tull of wrath, 
and cried out, ſaying, Great 55 
Diana of the Ephelians. 
29And the whole city was filled 
with confuſion: & having caught 
IGains and Ariſtarchus, Men of 
Macedonia, Pauls companions in 
travel, they ruſhed with one ac- 
{accord into the theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have 
entred in unto the people, the 
diſciples ſufFered him nor. 

1 And certain of the chief of 
Aſia, which were his friends, ſent 
wito him, deſiring bim that he 
would not adventure bimſelt in- 
to the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one 
thing, and ſome another: for the 
aTembly was confuſed, and the 
more part knew not wherefore 
They were come together.
